Article  1st.    To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 
Chose  Lyman  Allen. 

Article  2d.    To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

Chose  for  town  clerk,  E.  S.  Kendall ;  selectmen  and  overseers  of 
the  poor,  Walter  H.  Laws,  A.  J.  Bolton  and  Lyman  Allen  ;  treas- 
urer, D.  W.  Hill;  assessors,  Hobart  Raymond,  J.  Hervey  Miller 
and  Albert  Howard  ;  school  committee  for  three  years,  Rev.  Lyman 
Partridge,  for  two  years,  Rev.  C.  M.  Palmer ;  constables,  G.  W. 
Merriam,  Calvin  Eaton ;  fence  viewers,  voted  to  choose  three. 
Chose  T.  S.  Eaton,  Judson  Foster,  W.  C.  Foskett;  field  drivers, 
voted  to  choose  two  by  nomination.  Chose  Thomas  Damon  and 
Frank  A.  Miller ;  surveyors  of  lumber,  also  of  wood  and  bark,  vot- 
ed to  choose  seven.  Chose  William  B.  Barron,  S.  W.  Barnes,  Hen- 
ry W.  Derby,  M.  M.  Nichols,  Wallace  Cheney,  John  C.  Goodridge, 
Franklin  Lombard,  but  four  of  these  qualified.  Pound  keeper, 
chose  J.  M.  Eaton  ;  collector  of  taxes,  chose  Thomas  S.  Eaton. 

Article  3d.    To  hear  the  report  of  committees  chosen  by  the  town 
and  act  thereon. 

Voted  that  the  auditing  and  school  committee's  reports  as  printed 
be  accepted.  Augustine  Whitney  reported  in  behalf  of  the  com- 
mittee on  repairs  of  town  hall.  A  unanimous  vote  of  thanks  was 
extended  to  this  committee  by  a  "rising  vote,"  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Hager.  Augustine  Whitney  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  be  extended 
to  Mr.  Artemas  Merriam,  D.  C.  Miles,  Nichols  Bros.,  Albert  How- 
ard, William  A.  Puffer,  "The  singing  class,"  Charles  A.  Simonds 
and  all  others  who  contributed  to  the  building  of  the  hall  and  the 
same  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  town.  The  vote  was  de- 
clared unanimous  by  a  rising  vote.

Upon  motion 
of  Mr.  Hager,  voted  that  a  tax  of  $2  per  scholar,  each  term,  be  im- 
posed upon  those  who  attended  the  high  school. 

Contingent  expenses,  voted  to  raise  $5,000  (five  thousand  dollars). 

Article  6th.    To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  Treasurer  to 
borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  year 
ensuing,  or  act  relative  thereto. 
Voted  to  authorize  him  to  borrow. 

Article  7th.    To  let  out  the  collection  of  taxes  the  year  ensuing. 

Voted  to  let  it  out  to  the  lowest  bidder,  subject  to  the  same  con- 
ditions as  last  year.    Thomas  S.  Eaton  bid  it  off  at  54c.  per  $100. 

Article*  8th.    To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  jurors  as 
revised  by  the  selectmen,  or  act  thereon. 
Voted  to  accept  them. 

Article  9th.  To  choose  all  necessary  committees  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

For  library  committee,  chose  Mrs.  S.  C.  Warner,  Mrs.  A.  R.  Ha- 
ger, Miss  Abbie  Brown,  Wallace  Cheney,  Hobart  Raymond. 
Auditing  committee  :  Wallace  Cheney,  D.  C.  Miles. 

Voted  upon  motion  by  D.  C.  Miles  that  the  town  clerk  furnish  a 
synopsis  report  of  this  day's  doings  and  the  "Warrant"  for  publica- 
tion in  the  next  annual  report. 

Article  10th.    To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow  its 
engine  men,  or  act  relative  thereto. 
Voted  to  pay  them  the  same  as  last  year,  viz :  $5  per  man. 

Article  11th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  appropri- 
ate to  defray  the  expenses  of  Memorial  Day  and  care  of  ground 
around  the  monument,  or  act  thereon. 

Voted  $50  for  Memorial  Day  expense  and  $5  for  care  of  Monu- 
ment ground. 

Article  12th.    To  bring  in  their  ballots,  "Yes"  or  "No,"  to  the 
question,  "Shall  license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  town  ?" 
Voted,  "Yes"  55,  "No"  58. 
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Article  13th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  purchase  suitable  hose  to 
be  used  upon  Franklin  Wyman's  force  pump  at  the  "Narrows," 
in  case  of  fire,  and  remove  the  fire  engine  now  there  to  South 
Westminster  and  form  a  company  under  pay,  or  act  relative 
thereto. 

Voted  to  "pass  over  the  Article." 

Article  14th.    To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
finish  a  suitable  room  for  a  lock-up  in  the  basement  of  the  en- 
gine house  at  Center  Village,  or  act  thereon. 
Voted  to  "pass  over  the  Article." 

Article  15th.    To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
cause  three  sewer  pipes  of  suitable  dimensions  to  be  put  across 
Main  street,  leading  from  the  chimneys  of  the  main  pipe  to  the 
south  side  of  Main  street,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 
Voted  that  the  matter  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen  to 

make  the  drainage,  if  in  their  judgment  they  deem  it  advisable. 

Article  16th.    To  see  if  the  town  will  refund  the  sum  of  fifty  dol- 
lars to  the  Committee  on  Town  Hall  repairs,  it  being  the  bal- 
ance paid  to  Baptist  Society  for  land  near  the  hall,  appropriate 
money  for  the  same,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 
Voted  to  refund,  and  appropriate  the  money. 

Article  17th.    To  see  if  the  town  will  purchase  the  remaining  plot 
of  land  belonging  to  the  Baptist  Society,  situated  near  the  Town 
Hall,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 
Voted  that  the  land  be  purchased  by  the  Selectmen,  if  it  can  be 

done  for  a  reasonable  price. 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  confer  with  the  County 
Commissioners,  or  other  constituted  authority,  relative  to  the  chang- 
ing of  the  grade  crossings  on  the  V.  &  M.  Division  of  the  Fitchburg 
Railroad  known  as  "Plunkett's"  and  "Benton's"  crossings,  for  the 
better  protection  of  life  and  property. 

Voted,  upon  motion  of  C.  S.  Merriam,  to  adjourn.  *

Report  of  Library  Committee. 


With  the  steady  growth  of  our  Library  and  the  pleasant,  com- 
modious room  provided  for  it,  there  is  an  increasing  interest  man- 
ifest on  the  part  of  our  citizens. 

One  hundred  volumes  were  added,  the  past  year,  also  two 
monthly  periodicals — Harper's  and  The  Century.  To  the  latter 
has  been  added,  for  the  present  year,  the  North  American  Re- 
view. These  we  regard  as  a  valuable  accession  to  the  Library, 
and  bespeak  for  them  a  wide  circulation.  In  the  purchase  of 
books  the  Committee  have  endeavored  to  select  such  as  would  be 
most  needed  for  general  reading  by  all  classes  in  the  community ; 
in  fiction,  our  rule  has  always  been  only  those  books  known  to  be 
of  a  high  moral  standard.  There  has  been  a  marked  improvement 
in  the  class  of  books  taken  out,  showing  a  demand  for  a  higher 
grade  of  reading,  which  is  very  creditable  to  our  patrons.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


With  the  close  of  another  school  year  it  becomes  our  duty  to 
present  the  annual  report  of  the  public  schools  of  Westminster. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

The  house  in  No.  10  has  been  furnished  with  new  seats,  new 
blinds  and  new  windows.  The  room  has  been  papered,  the  out- 
side has  received  two  coats  of  paint.  All  these  improvements 
were  greatly  needed.  Slight  repairs  have  been  made  upon  other 
houses. 

ATTENDANCE. 

During  the  summer  and  fall  terms  the  average  attendance  was 
very  good,  but  during  the  winter  term  it  was  somewhat  smaller. 
This  decrease  was  due  to  a  variety  of  causes.  In  some  parts  of 
the  town  there  was  considerable  sickness  among  the  children. 
The  frequent  storms  and  roads  often  almost  impassable,  have  often 
detained  many  who  would  have  gladly  been  present  each  day.  It 
should  also  be  remembered  that  some  of  our  scholars  reside  two 
miles  or  more  from  school.  These  we  may  regard  as  among  justi- 
fiable causes  of  absence.  On  the  other  hand  other  absences  were 
due  to  truancy,  and  others  still  to  the  request  or  consent  of  par- 
ents. We  think  that  if  the  evils  of  occasional  absence  could  be 
fully  comprehended  by  parents  there  would  be  more  constant  at- 
tendance. We  wish  that  all  could  fully  understand  the  fact  that 
each  day's  study  in  school  is  so  connected  with  those  that  follow 
that  the  loss  of  even  one  day  must  be  an  injury  to  the  scholar 
during  all  the  remainder  of  the  term.  Some  point  explained  that 
day,  the  scholar  afterwards  fails  to  understand  ;  and  also  other 
points  in  a  measure  dependent  upon  that.  Hence  the  fact  almost 
without  exception  that  scholars  not  punctual  in  their  attendance 
at  school,  from  whatever  cause,  are  not  thorough  scholars.  Though 
the  teacher  may  be  able,  faithful  and  experienced,  yet  if  even  the 
naturally  bright  scholar  is  frequently  absent,  he  can  take  but  a 
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low  place  in  his  class  and  at  the  close  of  his  school  days,  on  ac- 
count of  his  lack  of  thorough  knowledge,  be  but  partially 
equipped  for  his  work  in  life.  The  influence  of  such  a  scholar 
upon  the  more  punctual  of  his  class  is  discouraging.  Often  they 
are  obliged  to  wait  for  him  in  their  studies.  But  on  the  other 
hand  the  scholar  who  does  not  learn  rapidly  but  who  patiently 
seeks  each  day  to  master  its  lessons,  will  in  time  stand  among  the 
first  in  his  class.  Constant  attendance  is  a  more  important  factor 
in  a  scholar's  success  than  natural  readiness  to  learn,  or  skillful 
teaching.  Let  parents  seek  to  have  their  children  in  school  each 
day,  though  some  sacrifices  must  thereby  be  incurred. 

PARENTS. 

This  leads  us  to  say  that  parents  can  do  very  much  towards  pro- 
moting the  prosperity  of  the  school  that  their  children  attend. 
They  should  encourage  their  children  to  be  earnest  and  faithful 
in  their  studies.  They  should  uphold  teachers  in  the  discipline  of 
the  school.  No  teacher  is  perfect,  yet  parents  ought  not  to  dis- 
cuss the  teacher's  real  or  imaginary  failings  in  the  presence  of 
their  children,  for  they  thus  weaken  the  influence  and  power  for 
good  exerted  in  the  schoolroom.  Every  parent  should  understand 
that  if  the  teacher  suffers,  the  scholar  also  suffers.  A  blow  at 
the  teacher,  is  also  a  blow  at  the  scholar.  Hence  while  parents 
have  a  right  to  consider  carefully  and  even  critically  the  work  of 
the  teacher,  they  will  if  wise,  speak  of  real  grievances  candidly 
and  kindly  to  the  teacher  and  if  this  does  not  avail,  to  the  com- 
mittee. Hearty  co-operation  on  the  part  of  parents,  teachers, 
committee  and  scholars  is  essential  to  the  highest  prosperity  of  a 
school.  It  should  also  be  remembered  that  where  parents  co-op- 
erate with  a  teacher,  their  children  almost  invariably  do  the  same. 

TEACHERS. 

While  our  teachers  have  come  to  their  work  with  different  nat- 
ural and  acquired  qualifications,  it  can  be  said  of  nearly  all  that 
they  have  been  eminently  faithful.  They  have  labored  diligently 
as  every  successful  teacher  at  the  present  time  must  do.  Teach- 
ing is  now  a  far  different  work  from  what  it  was  twenty-five  years 
ago.  The  teacher  must  do  much  more  than  simply  hear  recita- 
tions and  govern  the  school.  He  must  be  able  to  teach  the  schol- 
ars to  think  for  themselves.  For  nearly  every  recitation  careful 
preparation  should  be  made. 
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The  wages  paid  our  teachers  are  smaller  than  in  many  towns  in 
our  county  and  state  of  no  larger  means  and  population.  Accord- 
ing to  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  we  find 
that  in  the  percentage  of  taxable  property  appropriated  for  the 
support  of  schools  our  town  stands  No.  86  in  the  state,  while  in 
the  amount  of  money  appropriated  to  each  scholar  it  stands  170. 
Of  58  towns  in  Worcester  county,  only  seven  pay  smaller  average 
wages  to  the  female  teachers,  yet  some  of  our  teachers  would 
rank  well  with  those  who  are  paid  double  the  amount  that  they 
receive. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

This  was  taught  during  the  spring  term  by  Mr.  F.  C.  French. 
He  resigned  to  take  charge  of  a  school  in  the  vicinity  of  Brown 
University.  Your  committee,  while  regretting  to  accept  his  resig- 
nation, fully  realized  that  he  was  worthy  of  a  more  lucrative  posi- 
tion. Mr.  L.  H.  Wentworth,  a  graduate  of  Bates  college,  taught 
the  school  during  the  fall  and  winter  terms.  He  came  recom- 
mended as  a  thorough  scholar  and  a  successful  teacher.  He  has 
done  good  work.  He,  too,  has  been  called  to  a  more  important 
field. 

In  some  respects  much  progress  has  been  made  in  this  school 
during  the  last  two  years.  This  fact  is  not  understood  by  all. 
Three  years  ago  there  were  so  many  classes  that  the  teacher  could 
spend  but  a  short  time  with  any  one  class.  Thorough  work  was, 
therefore,  well  nigh  impossible.  One  result  was  that  when  some 
of  the  best  scholars  entered  academies,  they  found  themselves 
obliged  to  review  what  they  had  already  studied,  and  so  the  time 
spent  in  this  school  was  nearly  lost.  This  was  deplored  by  both 
teacher  and  scholars.  Accordingly  a  course  of  study  was  ar- 
ranged, extending  through  three  years,  in  which  particular  studies 
were  assigned  to  each  term.  The  number  of  classes  has  thus  been 
reduced,  the  time  for  recitation  lengthened,  and  the  thoroughness 
of  the  instruction  greatly  improved.  A  faithful  scholar  of  aver- 
age ability  can,  after  spending  three  years  in  this  school,  pass  at 
once  into  the  senior  class  of  our  academies  and  graduate  in  a 
year,  for  the  course  of  study  is  like  that  of  the  first  three  years 
in  our  high  schools  and  academies.  Many  parents  have  not  the 
means  to  send  their  children  out  of  town  to  school,  and  some  chil- 
dren sufficiently  advanced,  are  too  young  to  be  sent  away  from 
home.    To  such  the  school  is  of  inestimable  value.    May  we  not 
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hope  that  those  parents  whose  children  have  enjoyed  its  advan- 
tages in  the  past,  but  now  no  longer  need  it,  will  not  withhold 
from  it  their  support.  In  it  several  of  our  best  teachers  have 
been  educated.  More  than  60  of  the  224  high  schools  in  our 
State  are  in  towns  like  ours,  that  are  not  required  by  law  to  sup- 
port one.  One  of  the  best  helps  to  a  high  school  is  a  friendly 
interest  and  kind  words  in  its  behalf  by  all  citizens.  It  is  worthy 
of  a  hearty  support. 

SCHOOLS  NO.  3  AND  9. 

These  schools  have  less  than  ten  scholars.  No.  3  was  discon- 
tinued in  the  winter  term,  and  No.  9  might  have  been  with  equal 
reason,  as  the  attendance  afterward  showed.  We  do  not,  how- 
ever, wish  to  deprive  any  of  our  fellow  citizens  of  the  wonted 
school  facilities  to  their  inconvenience  and  disappointment  with- 
out some  instruction  from  the  town. 

GENERAL  SUGGESTIONS. 

We  would  call  attention  anew  to  words  of  last  year,  in  relation 
to  ventilation  of  school  rooms,  the  manners  and  morals  of  schol- 
ars, the  care  of  globes,  maps,  charts,  school  furniture,  the  cover- 
ing and  minor  repairs  of  books,  and  the  protection  of  all  school 
property  from  defacement  or  ill  usage.  All  damages  not  at  once 
made  good,  should  be  reported  to  proper  authorities.  We  would 
also  call  attention  to  remarks  of  last  year  in  regard  to  care  of 
trees  and  grounds  and  observance  of  arbor  day.  Teach  our 
children  to  be  public  spirited.
